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Parents primary educators, says Vatican on sex ed 


Document stresses chastity, marriage 
as ‘positive values’ of human sexuality

VATICAN CITY (NC) — The Sacred 
Congregation for Catholic Education 
Dec. 1 issued guidelines calling for 
positive sex education with parents as the 
primary educators and _ individual 
instruction as the primary method. 


“‘Silence is not a valid norm of conduct 
in this matter, above all when one thinks 
‘hidden persuaders’’’’ which 
adversely influence young people, the 
congregation said in the new document, 
Educational Guidance in Human Love — 
Outlines for Sex Education. The 8,500-word 
text called on episcopal conferences to 
promote the united efforts of parents, 
Christian communities and educators. 


SEXUALITY IS an integral part of 
the development of the personality and 
sex education belongs, in the first place, 
to parents, the document stated, because 
moral values seen in the family are 
transmitted to the children more easily. 


Although the family is the preferential 
place for the education of young people in 
chastity ‘‘the difficulties which sex 
education often encounters within the 
bosom of the family solicit a major 
commitment on the part of the Christian 
community and, in particular, of priests 
to collaborate in the education of the 
this field, the Catholic 
school, the parish and other ecclesial 
institutions are called to collaborate with 
the family,’’ the document said. 


The role of the school should be that of 
assisting and completing the work of the 
parents, according to the congregation. 
Individual sex education is always 
preferred and it cannot be entrusted 
“indiscriminately to just any member of 
-the school community.”’ 


Holy Land shrine honors Mary Immaculate

NAZARETH — The Roman Catholic 
Basilica of the Annunciation is a striking, 
modern structure built on the remains of 
several earlier churches dating back to the 
fourth century. 


It is set squarely in the middle of this 
Arab-Christian city of 40,000. Israeli 
soldiers with automatic weapons patrol 
the streets, just as they do in the others 
areas of the Holy Land having a 
Palestinian majority; modern high-rise 
apartments surround-the city in an effort 
to establish a solid Jewish presence in this 
and other areas of the West Bank. This is 
thecbiblical Galilee, where Jesus spent the 
‘hidden years’’ until He began His 
three-year public ministry; the Sea of 
Galilee, Tiberias, Capernaum, and the 
Jordan River are all less than 30 miles 
away, to the east.

THE BASILICA is administered by 
the Franciscan Fathers, who ever since 
the 14th century have been charged by 
the popes with the custody of the Holy 
Land and its Christian shrines. The main 
feast day at this Marian shrine is the Mar. 
25 Solemnity of the Annunciation, but 
the Dec. 8 Holy Day of the Immaculate 
Conception also takes on_ special 
importance here, because it was only to 
Mary Immaculate that the Annunciation- 
Incarnation was even possible. 


It was here, almost 20 centuries ago, 
that the young Virgin Mary ‘‘was found 
with child through the power of the Holy 
Spirit.’” (Mt. 1:18) It was here that the 
angel Gabriel announced to Mary that 
she was, indeed, ‘‘Full of grace...(and) 
blessed...among women.’’ (Luke 1:28) 


The remains of the house of Sts. 
Joachim and Anne, Mary’s parents, are 
still to be seen behind the underground 
crypt altar of the basilica. The Blessed 
Sacrament is now reserved on the very 
spot where the Holy Spirit overshadowed 
the Mother of the Lord and the eternal 
Word of God became enfleshed, to be 
born nine months later in a Bethlehem 
grotto. 


THE IMMACULATE Conception 
celebrated every Dec. 8 commemorates 
the 1854 bull of Pope Pius IX, Ineffabilis 
Deus, which proclaimed, as a matter of 


divinely revealed Catholic faith, that ‘‘the 
most Blessed Virgin Mary was from the 
first moment of her conception, by the 
singular grace and privilege of almighty 
God and in view of the merits of Christ 
Jesus...preserved immune from all-stain 
of original sin.”’

CALEXICO — Few people would give 
up the security of a full-time, paying job 
to accept another position with no 
guarantee of a salary. But the new youth 
coordinator for the Imperial Valley’s 
parishes did just that by making ‘‘a step 
in faith.”’ 


Lenna Ivie, 30, quit her secretarial job 
and made a one-year commitment to the 
new position. Then, she joined others in 
prayer that God would provide the money 
for her salary. 


‘*THE LORD has been very good,”’ 
she said. Donations came from within 
Imperial County and even from outside 
the state. One month of her salary was 
provided by youth groups from All 
Hallows and Mary, Star of the Sea 
parishes in La Jolla. Youths there 
donated the proceeds of their summer 
fund-raising activities to the Valley 
project. 

Imperial Valley youths thanked the La 
Jollans in November by inviting them to 
the area for a weekend of parties, 
cookouts, Masses and outings to the 
parade and rodeo.

‘SERIOUS SIN’ — Catholics who join the 
Masons commit ‘“‘serious sin’’ and may not 
receive the Eucharist, the Vatican announced 
on the eve of the promulgation of the new 
Code of Canon Law which does not include 
joining the Masons as grounds for automatic 
excommunication; as did the previous code. 
The Masons’ “‘principles have always been 
considered irreconcilable with the doctrine of 
the Church,’’ Cardinal Joseph Ratzinger, 
prefect for the Congregation for the Doctrine 
of the Faith, said. 

CUSTODY — Pope John Paul II has 
officially given custody of the Shroud of Turin 
to the Turin Archdiocese, where it has been 
kept since 1578. The Vatican on Oct. 18 
formally accepted the gift of the shroud, which 
many believe to be the burial cloth of Jesus 
Christ. 

DEAD, MISSING — Anti-government 
uprisings in two African countries have 
resulted in the death of a priest and the 
disappearance of four nuns. Father Alirio 
Baptista, a 53-year-old Portuguese priest, was 
found dead in Mozambique following an 
attack by anti-government forces, Vatican 
Radio reported. The Sisters disappeared in 
Angola after an attack against a hospital run 
by Sisters. 

‘APPEALING’ POPE — The proposals 
for establishing diplomatic ties between the 
United States and the Holy See testify to the 
media appeal and political power of Pope John 
Paul II, according to an. American who has 
been involved in U.S.-Vatican relations. 
“The pope’s impact on television during his 
visit to Poland was phenomenal,’’ he said. 
“*People were fascinated by him,’’ the source, 
who asked not to be named, said. 

NO APPEAL — The Justice Department 
has decided ‘against appealing two court 


rulings which overturned a federal regulation 
requiring parental notification when girls 
under 18 receive prescription contraceptives 
from federally funded clinics. Solicitor General 
Rex E. Lee said the Justice Department would 
not appeal, but he would not comment on 
specific reasons. 

CONVICTED — A Lithuanian Catholic 
priest was found not guilty Dec. 2 of ‘‘anti- 
state activities,’’ reported Tass, the Soviet 
news agency. The trial of Father Sigitas 
Tamkyavichus, 44, lasted three days and took 
place in the Lithuanian capital — Vilna. Tass 
said the priest was sentenced, but did not 
elaborate. The offense carries a maximum 
penalty of seven years in jail. 

‘EFFECTIVE’ — Natural Family 
Planning methods are as effective as artificial 
contraception and are safer, a Filipino 
professor told the Third International 
Congress on Natural Fertility Control meeting 
in Hong Kong. Vatican radio reported on the 
week-long meeting of 250 experts from 65 
countries. 


COMPLAINTS — Polish Prime Minister 


‘Wojciech Jaruzelski has complained to 


Cardinal Jozef Glemp of Gniezo and Warsaw 
about politically active priests, Italy’s national 
Catholic newspaper reported. It also reported 
that church sources in Poland said the 
government has suggested that the Church 
should refuse to accept Polish labor leader 
Lech Walesa’s Nobel Peace Prize money. 

NO STRIKE — Vatican lay workers 
cancelled a two-hour strike planned for Dec. 1 
after reaching a wage agreement with a 
Vatican commission, representatives of the 
workers said. The 1,600-member employee 
association for Vatican lay workers had 
threatened to hold the first strike in Vatican 
history in a _nearly-unanimous vote in 
October. 

ELECTROCUTED — Convicted killer 
Robert Sullivan, 36, died in Florida’s electric 
chair Noy. 30, following a rejection of his 
appeal by the U.S. Supreme Court and despite

Death a daily threat to missioner 


Father Paul Schindler spent 10 years 
in El Salvador as part of a mission team 
sent from the Cleveland diocese. Now 
he’s back, and admits that the constant 
killing in that country made him expect 
‘his own death at any minute. 

Telling his story to the Catholic press 
Father Schindler said, ‘You get to a 
threshold, a point where you say, ‘I 
don’t care if they kill me.’ ’’ He added 
that he ‘expected to be killed’ and 
actually reached the point where every 
time he went out he would say, ‘Well, 
Lord, here | come.’’ 

Death squads in El Salvador compile 
lists of names of hundreds to be killed, 
including priests and nuns, he says. 
“There must be at least 15-20 death 
squads operating because there are 
from 30 for 40 people killed each night 
there. 

“When you are in a place like that 
and see so many people you know who 
are killed — the archbishop (Romero), 
my parish boys, several of my 
catechists — you feel constantly under 
a threat.’’ 

He recalled how one evening two of 
the boys who served as his assistants

were locking the parish church as he 
returned home for dinner. ‘‘We heard 
gunshots, and then someone came 
running and said, ‘They just shot Carlos 
and Armando.’ “’ The boys were killed 
“just because they were helping the 
church,’’ says Father Schindler. 


Often paramilitary forces would try 
to intimidate people, he said. For 
example, if he celebrated Mass in a 
field ‘‘uniformed men would come and 
they would all get out of their truck and 
stand around in a circle about 30 yards 
away. They would wait until it was all 
over and then say to the people: ‘Stay 
away from the padre, he is a 
communist.’ ’’ 


The priest, who is now pastor of St. 
Bernard parish in Akron, Ohio, said the 
death squads are vicious. ‘They enter 
the homes at night, tell the people why 
they are killing them, then kill them and 
mutilate the bodies, usually in front of 
their families.’’

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Barona Reservation’s Assumption of the Blessed Virgin Mary Church

LAKESIDE — Native Americans 
striving to establish their identity both as 
Indians and Roman Catholics now have a 
national parish of their own in the 
diocese, the result of a recent decision by 
Bishop Leo:T. Maher. 


Assumption of the Blessed Virgin 
Mary Church on the Barona Indian 
Reservation here, along with two other 
missions — Immaculate Conception on 
the Sycuan Reservation and Nativity of 
the Blessed Virgin Mary on the Viejas 
Reservation near Alpine — have become, 
in effect, a single parish under the 
patronage of Blessed Kateri Tekakwitha. 


BLESSED KATERI (Katherine), the 
17th century Indian maiden known as the 
“‘Lily of the Mohawks,’’ was declared 
“‘venerable’’ in 1943 by Pope Pius XII 
and beatified by Pope Paul II in 1980: As 
the cause for her sainthood advances, the 
final miracle yet to be attributed to her 
may well be the elusive unity that Native 
Americans have never known, said 
Anthony Pico, tribal chairman, who, 
along with his wife, Jeanie, serves as a 
catechist at Viejas. 


The new parish is under the care of the 
LaSalette Community, who three years 
ago received the missions from the 
Verona Fathers, still serving the Indian 
missions in the northern part of the 
diocese. 

It is administered by Father Alan 
Beauregard, MS, who is assisted by 
another LaSalette, Brother Edward 
Nolan. The missions, about a half-hour 
apart, are three separate communities, 
said Father Beauregard, and comprised a 
non-territorial parish in the past. 


FATHER BEAUREGARD and some 
of his parishioners, including Pico, attend

Barreca 
also learned about working in submission 
to the bishops and Catholic teaching. 


He listened to Osburn’s tapes and 
copied the format as he prepared for his 
trip to India. Barreca ‘‘personalized’’ the 
presentations with accounts of his own

He asked for and received permission 
to visit from the bishop of each diocese he 
went to. Barreca stopped in Bombay, 
Bangalor, Goa, New Dehli, Calcutta and 
Lucknow and spoke at seminaries, hotels, 
hospitals and cafeterias. 


PARTICIPANTS WERE told the 
Church “has really got it together,”’ 
Barreca said. The emphasis was on the 
message of Vatican II: ‘‘The Church is 
really exhorting us to lead the life of an 
apostle. The people haven’t gotten really 
obedient to it.”’ 

Barreca thinks he may have been the 
first person to go to India with the 
message that Catholics should listen to 
their bishop and follow Church teaching. 


His presence there should inspire

the national Tekakwitha Conference each 
summer; this year’s conference was at St. 
John’s in Collegeville, Minn., and 
brought together more than 1,500 Native 
Americans from 100 tribes, along with the 
bishops, priests and Religious who serve 
them. Also in attendance was Archbishop 
Pio Laghi, the apostolic delegate to the 
USS. 


The Tekakwitha Conference is a 
“‘gathering of Catholic Native Americans 
for the purpose of experiencing what it 
means to be Indian and Catholic,’’ said 
Father Beauregard. ‘‘It is an effort to 
develop native leadership in the 
Church.”’ 


The Indians on the three reservations 
are virtually all baptized Catholics, noted 
Father Beauregard, and devotion to the 
Blessed Virgin continues to be strong, 
reflecting the spiritual heritage of the 
Spanish padres who first converted them 
to Catholicism. But there is a growing 
awareness on the part of many Native 
Americans, especially the younger 
generation, that they have a rich heritage 
that can legitimately express itself’ not 
only within their Catholicism, but also 
culturally within the dominant society. 


“‘TO BE a Native American is to feel 
you are a distinct and unique individual 
and a part of a unique and distinct group 
with a unique way of life, that can be 
integrated with Catholicism,”’ said Pico. 


““There was a time not very long ago — 
eight years at the most — when we all 
went through a very anguishing time, 
when pain, pride and the reality of our 
past caused us to look deeper into who we 
were,” said Pico. 


““But now we see so much hope, so 
much joy in the realization that not only 
can we be both Native Americans and 
Catholics, but that we ave both,’’ he 
added. 


IT IS in the liturgy, especially, that 
Pico would like to see more Native 
American influences. But what works at 
national gatherings, such as the 
Tekakwitha Conference, where Indian 
dress and culture figure prominently in 
the liturgy, takes a longer time to 
implement in the parish. 


“‘There was some resentment in the 
older generation,’’ said Pico. ‘‘You can 
tell by the body language that they 
weren’t ready for it.’’ 


Some Native American elements have 
been more successful in childrens’ 


liturgies, said Father Beauregard, and at 
a recent RENEW Sunday a richly 
colored, traditional Indian-design altar 
cloth was used at the small Barona 
mission church, which still reflects the 
Spanish 


influence that first brought

-SAN DIEGO — Monday, Dec. 12, is 
the feast of Our Lady of Guadalupe, to be 
marked in the San Diego diocese one day 
earlier on Sunday, Dec: 11, with a double 
celebration. 


In addition to the annual parade ‘from 
Our Lady of Guadalupe Church to the 
downtown Convention Center for the 2 
p-m. concelebrated Mass, a dinner later 
that evening at the Sheraton-Harbor 
Island Hotel will mark the 40th 
anniversary of the ordination to the 
priesthood of Bishop Leo T. Maher. 


THE FEAST of Our Lady of 
Guadalupe marks the appearances in 
December of 1531 of the Blessed Virgin to 


the Indian Juan Diego on Tepeyac Hill, 
now a part of modern Mexico City. 


As proof of the appearances, Juan 
Diego brought out-of-season roses to the 
bishop of Mexico. When he unfolded his 
tilma, a cactus-cloth mantle commonly 
worn at the time, an image of the Blessed 
Virgin was imprinted. 

Juan Diego’s cloak, with its miraculous 
image, is still preserved behind the main 
altar of Mexico City’s Basilica of Our 
lady of Guadalupe, located at the foot of 


‘Tepeyac. Scientific investigation shows

Advent — preparation for what? 


A couple weeks ago, I found myself in a 
conversation with a local priest regarding the start of 
the Advent season and just what it means. He 
expressed his problems with preparing for the coming 
of the Lord, when He has already come. It gave me 
food for thought. 

I find myself agreeing with the good priest, that 
there is a bit of a problem with Advent — the initial 
season of the Church’s liturgical year. Its relation to 
Christmas is not, in reality, what it is often thought to 
be in the Christian imagination. 

The Advent liturgy is filled with prayers for the 
coming of Christ, for the fulfillment of our hope. But 
as Father Louis Bouyer has written in Liturgical 
Piety, ‘if the coming we have in mind is that of 
Christ’s Nativity, how can we still pray for it? What 
meaning can such a hope have, since its object has 
already been realized in the past?’’ 

On the basis of the Advent texts alone, Father 
Bouyer demonstrates that the fulfillment longed for is 
not the Nativity, which has already happened, but the 
Parousia, which is yet to come. . 

What we find mostly in Scriptural texts of Advent 
isn’t hope in'the first coming of Christ, but hope in 
His final coming on the clouds of heaven. This latter 
phenomenon — Parousia — is clearly of the future. 

In his book, Father Bouyer is somewhat scornful of 
modern commentaries on Advent which try to ‘‘make 
us act as if we are the people for whom Christ is yet 
unborn.’’ How could we do this, he wonders, when 
we know as historical certainty that He was born 
nearly 2,000 years ago. 

This knowledge is the first basis of our faith. 

Does this mean, then, that we cannot take as our 
own the expressions of expectation of the Patriarchs 
and prophets as they occur all though the Advent 
liturgy? 

Not at all. We should become all the more ready to 
utter their words with our own lips once we realize 
that the human birth of Christ was not — in and of 
itself — the object of their hope. 

What, then, were they hoping for? They were 
hoping for the advent of the Kingdom of God, for the 
visible destruction of the powers of evil, for the 
abolition of sin and death and for the final manifest 
appearance of God to His people. 

So, it is this hope for the final coming of Christ — 
the Parousia — that forms the true basis of Advent. 
The first coming of Christ in the Nativity, far from 
satisfying our expectation, only intensifies it all the 
more. 

If one agrees with Father Bouyer’s position, then 
the Nativity is the birth of hope, not its fulfillment. 

In this understanding, we who live hundreds of 
years after Christ are every bit as much an Advent 
people as were the Patriarchs and prophets of the Old 
Testament. 
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Washington Letter

As bishops around the world continued 
to publish a variety of pastoral letters and 
statements on war and peace, an event a 
little closer to home — a speech in San 
Francisco in mid-November by the papal 
secretary of state, Cardinal Agostino 
Casaroli — offered a comprehensive look 
at the Holy See’s overall views on the war 
and peace question. 


Cardinal Casaroli’s underlying theme 
was that the Vatican over the years has 
attempted to make a _ significant 
contribution to the war and peace debate. 
But the speech also seemed to address 
another question: the fact that although 
the statements of the various bodies of 
bishops have sometimes taken different 
points of view, there still is a unified body 
of Church teaching from which all the 
statements by individual hierarchies flow. 


The recent French and English 
bishops’ statements, issued in November, 
were notable not only for what they said 
but for where they differed in approach. 


The French bishops strongly 
emphasized the threat of Communism 
and said the current situation in Europe is 
similar to the rearmament of Nazi 
Germany prior to World War II. Without 
the maintenance in Western Europe of an 
adequate deterrent, the French hierarchy 
said in its Nov. 8 statement, Soviet 
enslavement that threatens. French 
liberty, dignity and identity is possible. 

By contrast the Catholic bishops of 
England and Wales, in a Nov. 17 
statement, said they were gravely 
concerned about the deployment of new 
U.S. cruise missiles, which NATO is 
erecting to offset a perceived Soviet 
advantage in Euromissiles. The cruise 
deployment ‘‘would appear to make it 
more difficult for (the British) 
government to demonstrate convincingly 
its commitment to a policy of progressive 
and mutual disarmament,’’ which the 
bishops said is an essential element of a 
morally acceptable nuclear deterrence 
policy. ) 

It was ironic, then, that only a day after 
the English bishops approved their 
statement — making them at least the 
sixth national bishops’ conference this 
year to speak on the war and peace issue 
— Cardinal Casaroli gave his speech 
wrapping various elements of the 
Church’s overall teaching on war and 
peace into a single package. 


The Vatican diplomat said there are a 
number of fundamental points in the 
Church’s teaching, including one stating 
that peace is a supreme good, a necessity, 
a possibility, a duty and that it must be 
built on ‘‘true justice.’’ He also said the 
arms race is an evil and a grave danger to 
peace, that nuclear weapons raise 
separate moral questions about the 
Church’s traditional doctrine of a just 
war, that there is a clear moral obligation 
to work toward mutual disarmament, and 
that disarmament can only be achieved 
through a recognition of world 
interdependence and a reduction in the 
gap between rich and poor nations. 


On the difficult issue of nuclear 
deterrence Cardinal Casaroli took the 
traditional position that it is permissible 
to possess nuclear weapons not for use but 
for the purpose of deterring use by the 
other side, and then only as a step toward 
disarmament. But in an apparent 
reference to current arms negotiations he 
also remarked that deterrence ‘‘does not 
require a mathematical ‘balance’ of forces 
of terror.”’ 


He added, ‘‘This logic (of seeking 
balance) leads not to real balance, but to a 
successive imbalance — or at least to a 
fear of imbalance — which...fosters an 
ascending spiral which creates growing 
costs and growing dangers.”’

Speaks — 


Warns of ‘anti-family’ campaign 

VATICAN CITY (NC) — Pope John Paul II urged Puerto 
Rico’s bishops to fight a systematic campaign against family life 
on their island that he said includes sterilization, legal abortion 
and a “‘divorce mentality.”’ 


The pope spoke Nov. 24 to Cardinal Luis Aponte Martinez of 
San Juan and two other bishops making their regular five-year 
visits to the Holy See. 


Although Puerto Ricans are citizens of the United States, their 
bishops are considered by the Vatican as separate from the U.S. 
hierarchy. 


“‘The private and public forces that militate against the family 
in Puerto Rico are powerful and highly destructive,’’ the pope 
said. 


For more than 80 years, he said, the Puerto Rican church has 
had to confront the fact of civil marriage and divorce, ‘‘with the 
inevitable development of a divorce mentality.’’ 


“Birth control using immoral means, including direct 
sterilization, has been promoted in your island for about 50 
years,’ he said. ‘‘Legal abortion has been a reality for a little 
more than 10 years.”’ ; 


The U.S. Supreme Court’s 1973 abortion decision legalized 
abortion in Puerto Rico. 


The pope said that despite such practices, the teaching of the 
Puerto Rican church ‘‘has not yet been weakened or deformed in 
order to adapt itself to the morality of the so-called modern 
mentality.’’ 


He encouraged the bishops to continue to impart church 
teachings on the family, which he said was of particular 
importance to society. 


The pope defined a priest as ‘‘above all, a man of prayer anda 
master of faith.’’ He also warned of the ‘“‘terrible temptation, in 
which many have unfortunately fallen, to abandon prayer in 
favor of ministries of secondary importance or of a sterile 
activism.”’

Liturgy is work! 


In my last article I mentioned the assembly’s ministry of 
“invitation”’ and the obligation to listen to God’s word as it is 
proclaimed with “‘rapt attention.’’ Again the type of listening 
which liturgy demands is anything but passive! To hear God’s 
word presumes that we be present and focused, mind, heart and 
body. 

We believe that the Lord lives! Through Jesus Christ, the 
Father still speaks to us. And He does so in a most solemn and 
effective way when we are gathered for Sunday Eucharist as His 
family, His people, His Church. Because the Second Vatican 
Council insisted that the treasury of God’s word in Scripture be 
opened to a greater extent for all, we now hear three passages 
from the Bible: Old Testament; Epistles, Acts or Revelation; and 
Gospel. And these are heard in three-year cycles so that we might 
become familiar with all the riches of God’s word. 


One very healthy outcome of this rediscovery of our own 
scriptural heritage is the fact that we now share a similar cycle of 
Sunday readings with many other Christian churches, most 
notably the Lutheran, Episcopal and the Church of Christ. As we 
hear the same message on a given Sunday, we are reminded of 
our fundamental union in Christ Jesus. 


With our growing appreciation of the importance of scripture 
for our lives as Catholics has come a heightened awareness that 
the proper content for preaching is the ‘‘Bible and the liturgy”’ 
(Constitution on the Sacred Liturgy, 33). The challenge of today’s 


-homilist is to explain the scriptural texts that we have heard 


proclaimed in such a way that they find both resonance and 
practical application in our everyday lives. (More on the homily 
next time.) 


Finally, our obligation to listen to God’s word with ‘‘rapt 
attention’’ takes on even greater significance when we stop to 
realize that His word shapes our liturgy from beginning to end. 


As I have said before, liturgy is work — the work of the people 
all God’s people)!

I suppose everyone is saddened now and again to think 
that all those bright young dreams had to fade and we all 
have had to compromise with life as it is and not as we had 
hoped it would be. But it is one thing to acknowledge that 
and quite another to regret, for regret is a corrosive 
emotion and akin to self-pity.

means to seek the admiration of others. 


In the scriptures, fasting without this motivation lacks 
meaning. We saw that Jesus himself did fast at moments 
of spiritual crises. 


TODAY THE effects of sin are manifold and fasting 
can be a true form of authentic prayer which calls for 
justice and peace. It is morally crucial that fasters always 
avoid the terminology of ‘‘hunger strike.’’ They must 
insist that their action is non-violent and is fundamentally 
a religious act.

They do not undertake coercive action, then, but 
intend their fasting to be a form of prayer to raise 
consciousness. They do not intend to divorce themselves 
from God’s love, but feel that their action is a petition to 
God for those who suffer in poverty because of the arms 
race. 


depression and, as everyone knows, that warps our 
perception and falsifies judgments. 


Many things happen in a lifetime that are at variance 
with what we had expected or wanted. There are 
disappointments and painful adjustments. There are 
losses as well as gains and we need to be careful not to let 
the one overshadow the other. We can deprive ourselves 
of what is good by bemoaning too much what is not. 
Everything has its place and in the end we need to believe 
that it will all balance out. 


AND THEN, again, many of us never quite lose that 
youthful optimism and sense of expectation — the belief 
that dreams really will come true, reality 
notwithstanding!

Fast for life — II 


I am personally convinced that the fasters for life do not 
intend death but rather intend a breakdown in the 
momentum of the nuclear arms race. Their goal is toward 
life and not death. This goal places on the fasters a certain 
moral responsibility that they do not spread a sense of 
despair. The goal of life must always be upheld and 
reiterated. 


FASTERS MUST never risk deepening the 
discouragement and despair that already exists among 
many in terms of the nuclear threat. Fasters must always 
speak eloquently of life. Fasting is a call, then, to a deeper 
reflection on the arms race and hunger. Fasters would like 
the world to pause, at least momentarily, for a period of 
deep reflection on nuclear immorality and world hunger. 


Individual-fasters must not seek their own gain: e.g., 
for self-aggrandizement. The faster risks life but he or she 
does not intend to take life. In other words, the fasters are 
not abstaining from food in order to put an end to their 
lives. The faster desires to live. 


What is past is past — we cannot linger there if we are 
to rémain sane. But the past has made the present what it 
is and so deserves to be cherished. If we regret it, then we 
also regret our present and that can only lead to 
unhappiness. If we cannot or will not change the 
circumstances that distress us, our only alternative is 
acceptance, unless we are prepared to allow the load of 
regret to overwhelm us. 


IT IS, ON the other hand, both reinforcing and 
stimulating to remember all that has been good — the 
love we have given and received, and the joy — because 
we need to recall such things. We need to rejoice that we 
have been loved and loving, to recognize the value we 
have given in our past so that we can operate more 
confidently and courageously today. So that we can see 
that our life has been worthwhile. 


For in the end, that is all that really matters. Not that 
our great dreams have or have not materialized; not that 
our hopes have or have not been fulfilled; as we were able 
and have been loved beyond our deserts. And we are all 
loved more than we desire, by God, first of all, and then 
by those who have cherished us for no reason other than 
we are who we are. 


Love is so much*ef the essence of God that no one but 
He is ever truly worthy of being loved and so love is 
always a cause for joyful expectation and hopeful wonder. 
So if there is a child still within us who waits forever for 
dreams to come true, let him keep us strangers to regret, 
because as certain as God, one day they will. 


Vatican II research. Now ‘‘coffee and donuts’’ are a sort 
of sacramental in the Church. 


Think of Henry of Strongoaks, d. 1702, who was the 
first church usher. Henry was used by his pastor, 
Lawrence the Puny of St. Megatrude Parish, to confront 
some rowdy young men. These lukewarm parishioners, 
standing at the back of the church, jeered at Pastor 
Lawrence and his commands to come up front. Henry, 
strong as the oaks in his town, knocked heads, dragged 
the young men to the first row, sat them down and dared 
them to move. 


BEHIND EVERY great personage are those who 
prepared the way, worked alongside, but did not take 
credit. We have an All Saints Day; what we might need is 
an ‘‘All Helpers Day’’ to remember the unnoticed, the 
little people, without whom there would be no great ones. 


I would judge the morality of fasting by these criteria: 
(1) The object is religious: to mirror forth the presence of 
God; (2) There is a conscious attempt to identify with 
Jesus’ own 40-day fast in the desert and thus to fast as 
Jesus did; (3) Fasting itself is not evil but a good; (4) The 
good outcome of the fasting aims at revealing injustice 
and at renewing moral strength; and (5) The intention is 
upright: the fasters do not seek self-glory nor their own 
death, but rather to live in a just and peaceful society and 
world. 


IT IS CRUCIAL at this point to indicate that many 
critics of Fast for Life have interpreted their actions as 
“‘open-ended,’’ meaning a desire on the part of the fasters 
to die. On the contrary, these fasters are ‘“‘open-ended’”’ 
about the need for:repentance for an arms race which in 
turn creates massive poverty and threatens ultimate 
destruction. : 


The fasters are in a struggle for life and not death. 
Their energies and passions are directed at living, lest too 
easily the world slide toward a nuclear holocaust.

Basis of presentation 
Organization and activities - The Diocesan Office of the 
‘Roman Catholic Bishop of San Diego is part of the Corpora- 
tion Sole of the Diocese of San Diego and has no separate 
legal status or exist-nce. The Diocesan Office activities 
comprise the collection of parish assessments, stewardship 
contributions and certain other receipts which are used to 
finance educational, religious, community and human devel- 
opment programs in addition to the administration of the 


Catholic Diocese of San Diego. 


The Diocesan Office Funds exclude the activities of par- 
ishes, schools, cemetariés, the newspaper and certain other 
ministerial functions. Each of these activities, even 
though they report to the Bishop, is an operating entity 
distinct from the Diocesan Office. 


Fund balances - Diocesan funds are segregated according to 


their availability for use in Diocesan operations. Quasi- 
endowment funds are those funds segregated by the Bishop 
for the specific uses indicated. Restricted funds have 
been reserved for specific purposes and in some cases can 
be disbursed only in compliance with restrictions specified 


by donors.

Notes receivable 


Notes receivable include $1,356,968 due for cash advanced 


to or on behalf of American Boys Ranch which was sold in a 


prior year.

Deposit and loan fund

which finances the construction of parish plants and other 
Diocesan facilities. Interest of 6% is charged on such 
loans. These loans are made primarily from loan repayments 
and deposits by Diocesan entities which bear interest at 
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Development fund commitments 


At June 30, 1983 the Diocese has entered into contracts or 
began construction for church facilities with an estimated 
remaining cost of $2,057,107 at certain parishes. These 
parishes have funds on deposit of $976,069 for such 
construction. Additional funds of $1,100,000 required for 
completion of the projects have been allocated from the 
current fund to the development fund. 


Scholarship fund 


The Bishop of San Diego has established a scholarship fund 
for the University of San Diego in the amount of $100,000 
annually in lieu of the repayment of $1,657,533 owed by the 
University to the Diocese which has been charged to the 
fund balance. The scholarship fund is to be used for 
students from the Dioceses of San Diego and San Bernardino 


and other areas.

Jesuit superior critical of 
‘too much secular activity’

ROME (NC) — At:his first press conference as 
superior general of the Society of Jesus, Father Peter- 
Hans Kolvenbach reaffirmed the Jesuits’ loyalty to the 
pope and agreed with Pope John Paul II that the order has 
“‘defects’’ resulting in too much secular activity. 


“The Society of Jesus has no meaning and loses its very 
reason to exist if it lacks distinctive fidelity to the Holy 
Father and a special dedication to the Lord’s Church in its 
actual apostolic embodiments,’’ said Father Kolvenbach 
Noy. 25 at a press conference at Jesuit headquarters in 
Rome. 


FATHER KOLVENBACH reported on the 33rd 
general congregation of the order. The congregation, 
which opened Sept. 2, elected him on the first ballot Sept. 
13 and continued to meet until Oct. 25 to evaluate and 
develop Jesuit policy and practices. 


In a prepared statement, Father Kolvenbach said the 
pope was concerned about the Jesuits and said he agreed 
with the pope that the order has defects. 


“‘The defects are the same ones that the Holy Father 
mentioned in his recent address to major superiors of all 
the Religious orders and congregations of Europe,”’ said 
Father Kolvenbach. 


THEY INCLUDE ‘‘certain secularizing practices and 
attitudes, sacrificing prayer for activity that is too simply 
humanitarian, and adopting socio-political modes of 
behavior that are determined by criteria that are not 
always evangelical in nature,’’ he said. 


The 54-year-old Dutch-born linguist who, until his 
election, had been rector of Rome’s Pontifical Oriental 
Institute, affirmed that the society would continue to work 
on behalf of peace and justice. 


He said, however, that such work, ‘‘should always be 
undertaken in the name of the Church, in communion 
with its pastors and not according to individualistic 
criteria and perspectives.”’ 


POPE JOHN Paul, prior to the general congregation, 
had expressed concern that some Jesuits had become 
involved in partisan politics and that there were conflicts 
in some countries between Jesuits and bishops. 

Father Kolvenbach described the general congregation 
as a ‘‘consolidation’’ because the pope had allowed the 
order to elect its own government, following a period in 

_which he had appointed his personal. representatives to 
direct it, and because the members of the congregation 


- reaffirmed the social action thrust set by his predecessor, 


Father Pedro Arrupe. 


He added that the consolidation was a “‘dynamic’’ one, 
marked by ‘‘a renewed apostolic poverty, a reinforced 
religious formation, a serious involvement on behalf of 
peace, of refugees, of justice, in whatever part of the 
world it is needed, a revitalized educational apostolate 
and spiritual renewal.’’ 


FATHER KOLVENBACH said he agreed with the 
pope that under general circumstances Jesuits should not 
be involved in politics.

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Guatemala Church-state strife reported

The Roman Catholic Church in Guatemala faces 
serious church-state problems because of government 
anti-subversive campaigns, according to human rights 
reports by the United Nations and the Organization of 
American States. 


A British civil rights expert who visited Guatemala last 
summer reported to the United Nations that some of the 
problems arise because ‘‘there is irrefutable evidence that 
some of the Roman Catholic clergy and catechists in the 
conflict areas have taken an actively pro-guerrilla line in 
teaching and action.”’ 


THE OAS report by the Inter-American Commission 
on Human Rights said that although freedom of 
conscience and religion exist formally, ‘‘the Church has 
been subject to harassment in carrying out its pastoral 
mission, particularly in the countryside and Indian 
areas.”” 


Information for both reports was gathered prior to the 
August military coup which toppled Gen. Efrain Rios 
Montt, a self-described born-again Christian. 


British Viscount Colville of Culcross, sent to 
Guatemala by the U.N. Commission on Human Rights, 
said Guatemalan officials let him travel freely in conflict 
areas ‘‘with the minimum of military presence.’’ His 
report was released in New York Nov. 24. He visited 
Guatemala from June 25 to July 5. 


“I DO not think that there can be any doubt that 
certain elements of the Roman Catholic Church had 
become so disillusioned with the inability to establish any 
social reform in the indigenous areas that they embroiled 
themselves in subversive activities,’’ Lord Colville 
reported. ‘‘This is not lightly to be said, but is the clear 
message from all levels of the Roman Catholic 
hierarchy.”’ 

He said 12 Catholic lay leaders in the town of Nebaj 
told him how the local priest became involved in ‘‘active 
support of the guerrillas, and is now, accompanied by his 
sacristan, in the mountains with them.’’ Similar 
situations reportedly occurred elsewhere, he wrote. 


He said there have been repeated allegations that early 
in the 1980s the army attacked priests and catechists and

confiscated Church property. 


“I HAVE no doubt that this is true, though property is 
now being handed back where there is a demand,’’ he 
said. 


“‘There was, however, a reason for ihe army’s 
activities. Given that a virulent anti-guerrilla campaign 
was the policy, certainly under President Lucas Garcia 
and, it seems, in the earlier months of Gen. Rios Montt’s 
presidency, there is irrefutable evidence that some of the 
Roman Catholic clergy and catechists in the conflict areas 
had taken an actively pro-guerrilla line in teaching and 
action,’’ said the U.N. report. 


Regarding confiscated Church property, it said the 
commission ‘‘has no knowledge to date that the 
government has responded to the claims and petitions for 
return of these (Church) properties to their rightful 
owners and that these denunciations have been clarified, 
as the seriousness of the situation requires.”’ 


THE OAS report said church-state tensions in urban 
areas declined after Rios Montt came to power in March 
1982 ‘‘but serious problems continued in what are known 
as the rural areas of conflict.’’ 


Church social action centers in rural areas ‘‘have given 
rise to considerable resistance among the military and the 
landowners in the regions, which together with the 
climate of violence and fear, makes their (priests’) work 
difficult,’’ it said. 


It said religion under Rios Montt was being used as 
“fan element of political confrontation’ which is causing 
polarization between fundamentalist Protestant groups, 
such as the Church of the Word to which Rios Montt 
belongs, and the Catholic and traditional Protestant 
churches. 


MEMBERS OF fundamentalist sects carry identity 
cards for “‘the obvious purpose of obtaining some degree 
of security for their bearers in the event of interrogation 
by military personnel.’’ As a result, persons in the rural 
poor areas are converting to the fundamentalist 
Protestant sects, “‘more for purposes of security than 
conviction, which obviously implies a threat to the 
traditional religious tolerance that has prevailed in 
Guatemala.”’

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USCC, critics disagree on American sex ed norms

WASHINGTON (NC) — Sex 
education guidelines issued by the 
Vatican give the U.S. Church a green 
light to promote creative sex education, a 
family life offical of the U.S. Catholic 
Conference said. 

But critics disagreed, saying some U.S. 
Catholic educators have already gone too 
far. 

“I THINK Rome and the USS. 
bishops can make a nice wedding of this. I 


believe we have the same view,’’ said 
Father Thomas Lynch, USCC 
representive for family life. ‘“‘The 


document is a green light for us to 
promote, get involved in sex education. It 
affirms our initial “attempts to begin 
addressing the issue.’ 


Educational Guidance in Human Love — 
Outlines for Sex Education, issued by the 


ALCALA PARK — Although he has 
not yet seen the new document on sex 
education just issued by the Vatican, 
Msgr. William E. Elliott, vicar for 
education, has expressed his 


‘confidence’ that sex education as 
currently conducted in the parochial 
schools and religious education 
programs of the diocese will prove to be 
‘‘well within the Vatican’s 
guidelines.” 


Vatican Congregation for Catholic 
Education Dec. 1, stresses the primacy of 
the parent’s role in teaching children 
about sex and the importance of 
individual instruction. 


The USCC’s Department of Education 
issued guidelines for sex education in 
1981. Those guidelines: were attacked by 
critics who said they omitted elements 
essential for a Catholic approach to sex

of both boys and girls, requires special 
precautions, the document said, advising 
teachers to reserve time for students to 
meet privately to seek advice or 
clarification. 

Also, ‘‘it is the responsibility of 
bishops, taking account of school 
legislation and local circumstances, to 
establish guidelines for sex education in 
groups, above all if they are mixed,”’’ it 
stated. 


THE DOCUMENT warned that 
criticisms normally raised refer more to 
methods used by some teachers than to 
the enterprise itself. 


Catechesis must ‘‘illustrate the positive 
values of sexuality, integrating them with 
those of virginity and marriage in the 
light of the mystery of Christ and of the 
Church,’’ the document continued. 


This catechesis should show that the 
first vocation of the Christian is to love 
and that the vocation of love is realized in 
marriage or in the life of celibacy. 


‘““SEXUAL INTERCOURSE, 
ordained towards procreation, is the 
maximum expression on the physical 
level of the communion of love of the 
married,’’ according to the document. 
Divorced from this context ‘“‘it loses its 
significance, exposes the selfishness of the 
individual and is a moral disorder.”’ 


Sexuality is achieved in the full sense 
‘‘only with the realization of affective 
maturity, which manifests itself in 
unselfish love and in the total gift of self.”” 


The document cited problems such as 
pre-marital relations, masturbation, 
homosexuality and drug abuse and called 
for preventive action. 

“SIT IS love-and care which educate 


toward value, dignity, respect for life, for 
the body, for sex for health...Only a

freedom which is authentic, educated, 
aided and promoted offers protection 
from the quest for illusory liberty of drugs 
and sex.’’ 

The ‘document said it is the 
responsibility of the state to safeguard its 
citizens against the abuse of minors, 
sexual violence, permissiveness and 
pornography. 

The media, by intrusiveness and 
suggestion, display to youth ‘‘a 
continuous and conditioning stream of 
information and training, which is very 
much more trenchant than that of one’s 
own family,’’ the document warned. 


IT REPEATED Pope John Paul II’s 
call for responsible Christians, parents 
and members of the media, not to hide 
behind: a pretext of neutrality in 
monitoring what young people read, hear 
and see and it urged civil authority to 
regulate the media to protect peuple 
morality. 


The Vatican: Congregation for Catholic 
Education said that it is aware of cultural 
and social differences in various countries 
and said its guidelines should be adapted 
to the pastoral needs of each local church. 


The congregation also noted that some 
Catholic organizations already have 
begun to carry out positive work in sex 
education, but difficulties are found in 
countries ‘‘where the urgency of the 
problem is not recognized or where 
perhaps it is thought that it resolves itself 
without specific education.”’ 


THE DOCUMENT on sex education 
reiterates statements made in the Charter 
of the Rights of the Family, released by 
the Holy See Nov. 24. 

Parents have the right to ensure that 
their children are not compelled to attend 
classes which are not in agreement with 
their own moral and religious 
convictions, the charter stated.

education and could be harmful to the 
formation of ‘‘truly Catholic adults.”’ 


THE USCC guidelines, Education in 
Human Sexuality for Christians, designed for 
professional educators, also emphasize 
the importance of parent participation in 
the development and implementation of 
sex education programs. 


Father Lynch said Dec. 1 he believes 
the USCC guidelines ‘“‘fit into the 
Vatican guidelines very nicely.’’ Both 
guidelines stress that sex education 
belongs first to the parents, that parents 
often find sex education difficult and that 
the Church has an obligation to help. He 
said both are more than lists of dos and 
don’ts. 


He added that he wished the Vatican 
document had not focused just on sex 
education for children and young adults. 
‘‘Most parents have not dealt with their 
own sexuality, so they can’t teach their 
kids. We have to help parents address 
their own sexuality.’ 


WILLIAM SOCKEY, executive 
director of Catholics United For the 
Faith, said Dec. 1, ‘‘I’m certain the 
USCC guidelines do not conform to the 
constant teaching of the Church.’’ He 
added that, although he had not yet seen 
the Vatican document, ‘‘I’m sure that 
Rome’s guidelines do conform.”’ 


When the USCC document was issued 
the religious education committee of the 
Fellowship of Catholic Scholars called it 
deficient as a guide for the sex education 
of young Catholics and said it ‘“‘may be 
harmful to their formation as responsible 
and truly Catholic adults.’’ The 
committee said that the guidelines 
contained sections which were open to un- 
Catholic interpretations. 


The National Federation of Catholic 
Physicians’ Guilds has opposed formal 
classroom sex education without parental 
involvement. In 1981 the federation 
stated that it supported sex education for 
parents so that they can fulfill their role in 
the éducation: of their children in matters 
relating to sex. 


SOCKEY SAID education in the 
home is the ideal way, but ‘‘we certainly 


have problems. Many parents don’t take 
their responsibility seriously’? or they 
may feel they need help. 


‘‘The school has to take up the slack, 
but there have to be careful guidelines 
and limits.”’ 

He said sex education has to agree with 
the psychological development of the 
child. ‘‘The teacher can’t possibly know 
that, only the parent can know when the 
child is ready.’? The goal is ‘‘healthy 
development, not an unhealthy fixation.”’ 

ACCORDING TO Sockey, ‘‘We have 
sex education programs in dioceses 
around the country that are 
appalling...Parents have to be confident 
that in the Catholic schodls children are 
getting true Catholic teaching.”’ 

Some bishops have supported state 
programs, but the problem with sex 
education in public schools, said Sockey, 
is that according to Catholic teaching sex 
education cannot be separated from 
morality and public schools teach ‘‘a kind 
of contrived morality, not a _ true 
morality.”’ 

The New Jersey bishops were criticized 
when they issued a statement praising the 
state’s mandate for ‘‘family life 
education.’’ Sockey said that CUF has 
not been involved in that battle, but that 
he understands parents’ objections to 
mandated sex education because parents 
should have a right to withdraw their 
children from such classes.

live on reservations created not by treaty, 
but by executive order, said Pico. The 
land is held in trust for them by the 
federal government, whose policies tend 
to be more beneficial to the government 
than to the Indians themselves, he said. 


“We have many grievances. We 
weren’t looked at as human beings, but 
only as someone who could learn a trade 
but not earn a degree. We were denied 
access to the capitalistic process, so now 
we find ourselves after decades with a 
mentality where it’s easier to write for a 
government grant to solve our problems 
rather than solve it ourselves. Here it is 
1983 and we’re still ‘ treated like 
children.”’ 


The patronage of Blessed Kateri and 
her eventual canonization, believes Pico, 
will be a great impetus for all Native 
Americans, despite the language and 
cultural differences that divide them, to 
unite and become effective in the political 
process, a transition other ethnic groups 
have made. 


ALCALA PARK — The third’ 
anniversary of the murder of lay 
missioner Jean Donovan, the subject of 
the PBS film Roses in December, was 
observed Dec. 2 by the Diocesan Media 


Center, with a showing of the film. Miss 
Donovan was killed along with three 
other Americans, all women Religious, in 
El Salvador; the murderers, although 
charged with the crimes, have never come 
to trial. 


ENTRANCE INTO the American 
mainstream means Native Americans 
have to be responsible for the education of 
their children and become economically 
self sufficient, said Pico. 


“We have to take active participation 
in the education of our children. I read in 
the papers that our schools are failing. I 
don’t believe that. I believe education is 
the parent’s responsibility, not the 


. state’s,’’ he said. 


“‘And we have to establish an economic 
base so we can pay our leadership to 
concentrate on the Indians’ interests,’’ he 
added. ‘‘One of the major responsiblities 
of the tribal council will be to lobby or 
hire lobbyists to work within the political 
system, to register people to vote, to meet 
with the County Board of Supervisors, to 
make political contacts.’’ 


THIS EMPHASIS on self sufficiency 
has been virtually realized in terms of 
parish catechetics, said Father 
Beauregard, where, with one exception, 
all religious instruction is now handled by 
Native American parishioners. 


Misconceptions about the reservation 
population continue and are unfair, both 
men agreed. Transients and _ other 
strangers, Indian and non-Indian alike, 
have always been welcome in the Indian 
households, said Father Beauregard. 


“The reservation population in San 
Diego County has received from time to 
time negative publicity from the local 
papers,’’ said Pico. ‘‘We are not saying 
we are not without our problems, but I 
don’t believe they are any greater that in 
the dominant community.

thankful for everything you have,’’ he 
said. y 


Despite their abject poverty, Indians 
are open to the Christian message and are 
“‘very, very close to the Lord,”’ he said. 
Materialism is not a stumbling block for 
most Indians, he said. 


IN 1982 he left the singing group and 
looked for work. He accepted a full-time 
paying job in Laredo, Texas as a youth 
minister. 


However, Father Edward ‘‘Bud’’ 
Kaicher, associate pastor at Our Lady of 
Guadalupe here, offered him housing and 
a stipend in exchange for leading the 
Valley youth group. (He had met Father 
Kaicher in his travels with the singing 
group.) Father Kaicher also thought 
Barreca could find part-time work at 
Vincent Memorial High School. 


He turned down the Laredo job 
because, “‘I just thought this was where 
the Lord wanted me. I’m very content for 
the moment. I guess that’s against what 
the world would say, but who cares what 
the world would say?”’ 


LOOKING TO the future, he thinks 
he may be a Catholic lay youth 
evangelist. He may work with Osburn for 
the Floridian’s Good News Ministries. 
There is a possibility he will come to the 
towns Osburn visits and give the same 


kind of workshops, only his will be for 
youth. 


Life on the road is not always 
appealing, the youth group leader learned 
during his three years with Celebrant 
Singers. ‘‘It’s not fun being on the road. 
Without the Lord, you’ll never make it,’’ 
he said. 


The travel only seems worthwhile when 
he sees people’s lives change as a result of 
his work, Barreca noted. 


IN THE immediate future, Our Lady 
of Guadalupe parish hopes to produce a 
program for KBGA-FM 101, a new 
Christian radio station in the Valley. 
Many aspects of the parish’s weekly half- 
hour program have not been settled. 


It is unnamed, has no set host and the 
content of it has not been decided. But, 
Barreca said, the show will be 
“‘evangelical.’’ It may take the form of a 
talk show with teaching part of the 
format, he said. 


“It should interest all ages,’’ Barreca 
said, but it will be ‘‘youth oriented.’’ 


DECISIONS WILL be based on 
“where the Spirit leads. People of the 
Imperial Valley have ‘‘miles to go’’ when 
it comes to listening and responding to the 
Spirit, Barreca said. But ‘‘the Spirit is 
really alive here in Calexico. The Spirit is 
really starting to move in this Valley.’’

1984 March for Life 
now set for Jan. 23 


WASHINGTON (NC) — The 1984 March for Life in 
Washington will take place Monday, Jan. 23, instead of 
the usual Jan. 22 date to allow marchers to lobby their 
congressmen, Nellie J. Gray, March for Life president, 
said Dec. 1. 


Miss Gray said last year when’ marchers converged on 
Washington on a Saturday for the 10th march, many 
expressed disappointment that their representatives were 
not available. 

CONGRESS WILL reconvene Jan. 23. 

The March for Life commemorates the Jan. 22, 1973 
U.S. Supreme Court decision which struck down 
restrictive state abortion laws. Each year since 1973 tens of 
thousands of abortion opponents from across the United 
States have flooded to the capital on Jan. 22. 

The theme of the 1984 march is ‘‘Pro-Life Phoenix 
Rises With the Life Principles! No Compromise!’’ Miss 
Gray has repeatedly demanded ‘‘no compromise’’ in 


’ legislation dealing with abortion. 


THE WASHINGTON march will begin in the Ellipse, 
a park between the White House and the Washington 
Monument, and continue up Constitution Ave. to the 
Capitol and the Supreme Court. 


Miss Gray said that for the first time anti-abortion 
protesters in the march plan to_picket at the Supreme 
Court. The area has been off limits to demonstrators, but 
this year the court struck down a federal law prohibiting 
demonstrations on the sidewalks around the Supreme 
Court building. Prior to last spring’s decision 
demonstrators who ventured onto the sidewalks or plaza 
surrounding the court were arrested by Supreme Court 
police. Vigils have been held directly across the street 
from the court. 


A new March-A-Thon fund-raiser will be held in 
connection with the march to raise money for lobbying 
efforts. Half of the money raised will go to the national 
March for Life, Inc. and the other half will go to local pro- 
life organizations. Marchers have been asked to have 
sponsors pledge money by the block or mile for the walk, 
which is about 24 blocks or one-and-a-half miles long.

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The dogma is often confused by non- 
Catholics — and not a few Catholics — 
with the virginal birth of Jesus. The 
Immaculate Conception has to do only 
with Mary: because she was to be the 
human mother of God incarnate, she 
alone of the human race, from whom the 
eternal Word of God took His human 
flesh, was free of original sin. 


The fact that the dogma was only 
proclaimed 130 years ago does not mean 
that it was not part of the original deposit 
of faith received by the apostolic church; 
the 1854 proclamation by Pope Pius IX is 
also one of the three or four clear 
instances in Church history of an ex 
cathedra, infallible papal pronouncement. 


THE POPE’S own. words, 
immediately prior to the definition itself, 
attest to its binding nature: ‘‘...by the 
authority of our Lord Jesus Christ, of the 
blessed apostles Peter and Paul, and our 
own authority, we declare, pronounce 
ard define...’’ The formula echoes the 
words of another pope less than a century 
later, when Pius XII infallibly declared 
the Assumption of the Virgin to be 
divinely revealed by God and a dogma of 
Catholic faith.

Shrine honors Mary... 


The Immaculate Conception of Mary 
is part and parcel of the larger question of 
her divine motherhood, first proclaimed 
as Catholic dogma by the Council of 
Ephesus in 431. The Council of 
Chalcedon. (451) applied to Mary the 
formal title of theotokos (Mother of God), 
and in 641, Pope Martin I gathered a 
council in Rome which taught the 
perpetual virginity of Mary and alluded 
to her Immaculate Conception: 


“If anyone does not, according to the 
holy Fathers, confess truly and properly 
that holy Mary, every virgin and 
immaculate, is Mother of God...let him 
be condemned.”’ 


Theological reflection over the 
centuries more and more affirmed and 
refined the doctrine. If Mary was to freely 
participate in the great act by which 
mankind was to be freed from sin, she 
herself could not be subject to sin. By the 
15th century, the Council of Basel (1439) 
was to declare: 


“THE DOCTRINE which asserts that 
the glorious Virgin Mary, Mother of 
God, through the working of a singular 
prevenient grace of the divine power was 
never subject to original sin and was 
always immune from original and actual 
sin, holy and immaculate, is a pious

Bishop Malone: Pope supports women’s roles

VATICAN CITY (NC) — The U.S. 


bishops will encourage women to take 
more leadership roles permitted by the 
Church, and the encouragement has the 
support of Pope John Paul II, said the 
new president of the U.S. bishops. 


Thz U.S. bishops’ decision at their 
November meeting to draft a pastoral 
letter on women should result in a 
document that ‘‘will encourage the effort 
to open to women leadership posts in the 
Church,’”’ said Bishop James Malone of 
Youngstown, Ohio, president of the 
National Conference of Catholic Bishops- 
U.S. Catholic Conference. 


THE BISHOP’S comments appeared 
Nov. 30 in an interview with 
L’Osservatore Romano, the Vatican daily 
newspaper. 

Regarding the role of women in the 
Church, ‘‘considerable progress has 


already been made, but much remains to 
be done,’’ he added. 


In their efforts to encourage wider roles

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This council, however, was not in 
communion with the pope at the time of 
the definition, was not a valid ecumenical 
council of the whole Church, and the 
decree is not binding as a maiter of faith. 
But it does show the theological consensus 
of the time, which was reinforced over the 
following years by the Franciscan pope, » 
Sixtus IV (1483), the Council of Trent (in 
its decrees on original sin and 
justification, 1546 and 1547, 
respectively), and by Popes Paul IV 
(1555) and Pius V (1567). 


Thus the 1854 formal definition by 
Pius IX, though infallible in and of itself, 
acknowledges an already widely held 
doctrine of Catholic faith of very 
venerable tradition. It is not by 
coincidence that the apparitions of Our 
Lady of Guadalupe in Mexico in 1531 
took place in mid-December, when the 
Immaculate Conception was already 
long-established in the Church calendar, 
attesting to the dictum Jex orandi, lex 
credendi, that what is taught infallibly in 
the liturgy is itself the norm of faith. 


HOLY MASS in the crypt of the 
Basilica of the Annunciation is always a 
moving experience. At the moment of 
consecration, when the bread and wine on 
the altar become the Body and Blood of 
Jesus, one is struck by the realization 
that, here, on this very spot, the Lord has 
returned to where, almost 20 centuries 
ago, He became one of us through the
